NEW BUSINESS:   
  

1. Discuss Possible Regulation Changes for Conservation Sub-Divisions 
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  R. Serra gave handouts and informed the members on conservation sub- 
  divisions.  He stated the main objective is to allow protection of natural  
  resources by concentrating development in a smaller area to allow for  
  more open space. 

He stated the Town already had similar regulations in their cluster 
development section.  He suggested starting with those regulations but 
make them more workable.  R. Serra stated the Commission should 
decide on the concept first and go from there. He reminded them they 
would still have to take into account the space needed for water and 
septic.    

  The question of who is responsible for the open space, and who owns it  
  was raised.  R. Serra will research the issue. 

 2.   Discussion on Freedom of Information (FOI) Conference 

  G. Fogarty informed the members of the FOI conference.  She stated as  
  they should be aware of when not to have conversations between  
  members as they pertain to issues before the Commission. They were  
  told that it is a best practice not to use technology to send and   
  receive information during a meeting and to be aware of using emails in  
  discussion of Commission business.  

 3. East Haddam Referral. 

  East Haddam sent the Town a referral concerning mobile food trucks and  
  roof mounted solar panels.  R. Serra did not see any negative   
  inter-municipal impacts.  He will write a letter to East Haddam stating  
  there are no impacts.
